US. armour 
joins battle 
near Zone’ 


SAIGON (UPI). — American tanks 
and armoured personnel yesterday 
joined in the week-long struggle 
around the mountain post Camp 
Fuller, 8 kms. south of the De- 
mifitarized Zone, 

Fuller was overrun by 1,500 North 
Vietnamese troops on 'Wednesday 
night and reoccupied by South Viet- 
TMamese troops less than 24 hours 
later. It was finally abandoned, its 
fortifications and bunkers destroyed 
by air strikes, 

Military sources said the Amer- 
ican armour took up blocking posi- 
tions east of Fuller and were firlag 
in direct support of the South Viet- 
namese. 


U.8, B62 bombers meanwhile 
kept up heavy raids in support of 
allied troops around Fuller, flying 
four missions in the 24 hours end- 
Ing at noon, the U.S. command said. 
Since May 21, nearly 9 million kilo- 
grammes of bombs have been drop- 
ped by B-5S2s over Quang Tri Pro- 
vince, which includes Fuller. 


The U.S. command also reported 
a North Vietnamese rocket attack 
that killed one GI at Camp Caroll, 
a joint U-S.-South Vietnamese out- 
post, 6 kms, south-east of Fuller. 
Another American was killed and 
six were wounded when an armour- 
ed personnel carrier hit a mine 12 
kms. north-west of Fuller, and the 
pict of an American Huey heli- 
copter died when it was shot down 
east of An Khe, 980 kms. north- 
east of Saigon, on Friday. 


In Cambodia, Communist com- 
mandos, moving to cut Highway 4 
from Phnom Penh to the sea, early 
yesterday broke into a Cambodian 
army base camp some 70 kms. south- 
west of Phnom Penh, killing six 
persons, military sources said,

Birindellt for telling ean Is- 
raell newspaper that he opposed 
reopening the Suez Canal because 
the Soviet Union would gain most 
from such a move. The communi- 
que said the Admiral had also said 
he doubted whether international 
guarantees would be effective in the 
Arab-Israeli situation. 

The communique said to make 
such statement was to “deny that 
in the interests of world peace it 
is necessary to confront one of the 
causes of international tension, that 
is, the Arab-Israeli crisis." 

Statements such ag Adm. Birin- 
delli's “ignore the fact that the eco- 
homic, commercial and naval in- 
terests of the states of the world, 
including Italy, are damaged by 
the suspension of navigation through 
the Canal," the communique said.

LONDON (Reuter). — The Amer- 
jean army private, Stan Smith, the 
world’s beat tennis player outside 
the professional ranks, powered his 
way into the quarter-finals at- Wim- 
bledon yesterday for the first time 
in bis career. 


Making his first centre court ap- 
pearance of the week, he rose to 
its stimulus to outgun 34-year-old 
Australian professional Roy Emer- 
son, twice a former Wimbledon 
champion, by 2-6, 6-3, 6-3, 8-7. 


The 24-year-old blond giant from 
Pasadena, Calffornla, who at 1.93 
metres is one of the tallest men 
in the sport, is seeded fourth for 
the men’s singles folowing a string 
of impressive wins during’ the past 
12 montas. 


Ta the quarter finals, Smith will 
meet unseeded Onny Parun, the frst 
New Zealander to reach the last 
eight in 26 post-war Wimbledon 
championships. 


Parun provided the shock result 
of the fourth round by taming the 
big serve-volley game of American 
“giant-killer" Marty Riessen, the 
man who removed fifth-seeded Ar- 
thur Ashe in the previous round. 
The Wellington player, also 24, soa- 
red to his most dramatic victory 
when winning 9-8, 6-3, 3-6, 6-3.

Isayev, 62, dead; 
builder of Soviet 
rocket engines 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Alexel Isayev, 
the man who built the rocket en- 
gines that put the Soviet Union 
into the space race, Hed Friday, 
Tass said yesterday. 


The obituary of Isayev, 62, was 
the first public recognition af his 
contribution to the space programme. 
Like nearly all Soviet space scien- 
tists, he remained anonymous in his 
lfetime, 


Until now, nobody outside the pro- 
gramme knew the name of the man 
who is equivalent of America’s Wer- 
ner Braun. 

“Alexel Isayev was. among the 


first creators of rocket engines and 
was chief of the designing collec- 


gines for rocket and space tech-. 


“Hngines bullt under Isayev's 
leadership were mounted on the 
manned spaceships Vostok, Volskhod, 
and Soyuz, and on automatic inter- 
Planetary stations.” 


The newspaper ‘“Szvestia” said 
Isayev was born on Oct. 24, 1908, 
in Leningrad, and graduated from 
an unnamed university in 1931.

By DAVID KEIVINE 
derunsien Post Economic Reporter 
ACCORDING to a Treasury press 

release this week, Israel's foreign 
trade is booming. The dollar defi- 
cit has hardly increased during 
the first five montha of this year, 
and if the purchase of ships and 
sircraft is excluded, it has even 
narrowed by $30m. 

Everything depends, of course, on 
what this is compared to. Com- 
pared with 12 months ago, there 15 
a small improvement — but what 
was the situatlon six months ago? 
The Central Bureau of Statistics 
publishes average monthly trade 
figures, net of seasonal fluctua- 
tions. The average monthly deficit 
was $60m. in the first half of 
1970 (this refera to vistble trade, 
excluding’ direct military Imports); 
it narrowed to $44m. in the second 
half —- and widened again to $57m. 
in_the first five montha of 1971. 

This is better than the begin- 
alng of last year, but worse than 
the end. The trend ig unfavourable 
and lt was to be expected, 

Last year wages remained stable, 
taxes were increased, private con- 
‘sumption per capita was steady and 
the trade balance started improv- 
ing. Since then, the situation has de- 
terlorated. The Economic Planning 
Authority pointed to the symptoms 
ἃ month ago, in an internal memo- 
randum that found its way to the 
press, 

More means of payment 

Intoxicated by. an unprecedented 
‘auccess in 1970, the Treasury start- 
ed budgeting for economic expan- 
sion. But they did not increase 
taxes sufficiently, because they 
feared to stimulate new wage de- 
mands, Instead they wili be allow- 
ing the Budget to overrun its In- 
come by IL560m. in the current 
fiscal year, according to the EPA. 
In other words, ILoé0m. of new 
money is being pumped into the 
economy, which will probably mean 
an increase of IL,700m, in the 
means of payment. 

That money is busy heating up 
the economy, creating’ over-ful em- 
Ployment — and wage demands are 
coming jn fast. Mr. Sapir’s refusal 
to increase taxes after the last 
round in August was of no avail, 
Higher wages for nurses, teachers 
‘and others in the public sector, 
will swell the means of payment 
further, = 
Ae reaulta follow: prices, will 

joot up by an expected 12 per 
cent this year, and the first 12

The plan starts with the attua- 
tion in 1970, when Israel] had an 
Import surplus of §$1,300m. which 
must be cut to $960m. in 1875 
(a deficit which will Itself have 
to be bridged in large part by bor- 
rowing). The National Budget for 
1971 already concedes that the {m- 
port surplus this year will be up 
from §1,3200m. to $1,460m, To 
achieve the target set for 1975, 
the trade gap would have to be 
reduced over the next four years 
by an average of $125m. per an- 
num, and there sre no signs of 
that yet, According to existing trends 
the deficit wii widen once more 
next year, Instead of narrowing — 
this time to $1,680m. 


More taxes 


There is a solution: to Increase 
taxes. The import levy could be 
upped from 20 to 30 per cent, the 
EPA suggests. This will boost 
prices — but prices will go 
anyway, owing to demand inflation. 
Increased taxes draw purchasing 
power out of the economy. The 
money could be used to foster ex- 
ports {by increased incentives, made 
necessary owing to higher produc- 
tlon costs), and to reHeve the 
needy. 

It should not be used to swell 
consumption by the public at large. 
Wage demands today are destruc- 
tive: they damage Israel’s economic 
future, by building in distortions 
that must inevitably lead to bitter 
unemployment, when Israel's borrow- 
ing power for dollars rung out. 
Mr, Sapir has sald that wage in- 
fiation must be offset by higher 
taxes. However, the Government 
does not enact them. It Is waiting 
— we are all waiting (it seems) 
— for the Asher committee, and 
the value-added-tax !t will prob- 
ably recommend. The year 1971-72 
appears already to be e year of wait- 
ing—and a year of lost opportunities.

rage for a theatrical performance 
hovers around 500 at best. 

The programme for the current 
year Includes 51 per cent theatrical 
performances, 26 per cent concerts, 
10 per cent musicals, six per cent 
dance, and seven per cent one-man 
shows. The concerts are sponsored 
jointly with the American Fund for 
Israel Institutions, 

The financial basis for the concert 
scheme ts subscriptions — there are 
250 subscribers in Kiryat Shmona, 
for instance, and 300 in ‘Yahud, 
where, incidentally, half of the pub- 
lic comes from nearby .Savyon. 

Theatrical performances are given 
by the three major repertory and 
the three private companies, who 
recelve IL2,600 plus 11.110 per actor, 
up to a 10-member cast, in the case 
of national and municipal theatres; 
and IL2,070 and IL100 per actor in 
the case of private companies. Local 
authorities usually take care of 
renting a hall and producing a pro- 
gramme, while the “Art for the 
People” organization sells tickets at 
reduced prices, usually about 40 per 
cent of the regular rate.

Warning 
to Egypt 
on Red Sea 


Jerugalem Pest Reporter 
HAIFA. — The Foreign Ministry's 
Director-General, Mr. Gideon Rafael, 
issued 3 warning to Egypt to pre- 
vent any recurrence of attacks on 
shipping in the Red See. 

He also dismissed as “speculation” 
the reports of the lkelihood of: So- 
viet re-establishment of relations 
with Israel, and added that Moscow 
must first “erase the consequences 
of its policy which resulted in the 
June 1967 war, and its injustices 
towards us since 1967." 

Speaking at the Maritime and 
Economics Clubon Friday, Mr. Ra- 
fael said he “wants to hope” that the 
attack on the tanker Coral Sea was 
not part of a general plan to dis- 
rupt freedom of navigation in the 
Red Sea, but an isolated act by 
outlaws, who have already hit in- 
nocent civilians ijn the air and on 
the ground. “We have made careful 
note of the cautious reaction by the 
Arab states. Indeed, they cannot 
rejoice over the upsetting of the 
freedom of navigation in the Red 
Sea. 

“If Egypt is interested in the re- 
opening of the Canal to interna- 
tional shipping and in laying an oll 
pipeline from the Red Sea to the 
Mediterranean, then it should be of 
supreme interest to it to make sure 
that there will be no interference 
with the safety of passage in the 
Red Sea,” Mr. Rafael said. The Is- 
rael Government was taking all 
steps to assure freedom of naviga~ 
tion. 

On reports on Moscow’s “inten- 
tion” to resume relations with Is- 
tael, Mr. Rafael ‘said. that so far: 
these were all sp ns emana-' 
ting from “cocktail parties in 
Washington and stories of tourist 
trips to Lapland.” He streased that 
it had not been Israel which had 
cut off the relations and Moscow 
was aware from official Israeli 
statements that “we will not hest- 
tate if it approaches us with 2 pro- 
posal." 

Summing up, he quoted Sir Win- 
ston Churchill: “Trying to main- 
tain relations with the Communists 
is like trying to woo a crocadile. 
You never know whether to tickle 
at under ita chin, or hit it over the 
head. And when it opena its mouth 
you can’t: tell whether it is to 
smile or preparing to eat you up.” 


Israel ship wouldn’t 
identify herself 


EILAT.—The captain of the Israeli 
frelghter Netanya said on Friday 
he ignored ἃ Russian warship's 
@emand to identify his vessel as it 
passed through the Bab el-Mandeb 
straits on its way to Hilat earHer 
last week.

RULED OUT

THL AVIV. — The ‘three National 
Religious Party Cabinet Ministers 
emerged partially satisfied from 
thelr meeting with Premier Golda 
Meir at her office in the Kirya 
here on Friday. 

The three Ministers: Yosef Burg 
(luterior), Zerah Warhaftig (Reli- 
gious Affairs) and Michael Hazani 
(Welfare), officially informed the 
Prime Minister of their week-old 
Executive's dectaion, whereby the 
N.RUP. will walk out of the Gov- 
ernment coalition if thelr objections 
to the proposed reorganizatiun with- 
in the Ministry of Education are 
Dot satisfied. 

They brought up three points: 

their complaints about the educa- 
tional reorganization; their protest 
against what they consider the 
granting of too many work permits 
on the Sabbath, and their demand 
for an extension of the Chief Rab- 
binate Law which would automatic- 
ally renew the mandate of the two 
incumbent Chief Rabbis. 
, Mrs. Meir outlined her own com- 
Plaints at the past and present 
conduct of the N.R.P. in respect 
of coalition discipline. She asked 
them once again: “How many do 
you have in your Knesset faction?” 
— an obvious reference to the ab- 
Stention of three N.R.P. M.K.s dur- 
fag the Gahal-inspired non-confi- 
ence vote ijn the Knesset earlier 
this year. 

Dealing with the three concrete 
points raised by the N.R.P. Minis- 


tera, the Prime Minister pointed 
out that, although she was acting 
Minister of Education, she was not 
sufficiently involved in the inner 
aspects of the matter to discuas de- 
tafls with them, She suggested they 
wait until the return of Deputy Pre- 
mier and Education Minister Yigal 
Allon, who is on a lecture tour 
abroad. 
' SABBATH WORK 

As to their complaints about 
work permits on the Sabbath, Mrs, 
Meir promised to convene a joint 
meeting the coming week to dis- 
cuss their polnts, together with 
Labour Minister Yosef Aimogl. 

With regard to the Rabbinical 
Law, the N.R/P, Ministers left the 
meeting under the impression that 
some sort of arrangement could 
be mae, and a further meethg 
would ‘be held with Justice Mimis- 
ter Yaacov Shimshon Shapiro. 

N.RP. sources said yesterday 
that the three Ministers can expect 
to come under fire from the sup- 
porters of Party Knesset whip 
Yitzhak Raphael at the next Party 
Executive meeting slated for Wed- 
nesday night. The ultimatum, which 
was authored by Mr. Raphael, 
expires on Thursday. However, the 
Ministers hope to forestall any hasty 
action, since Mr. Alion is due back 
Sunday next. 

Meanwhile Mr. Raphael stated in 
Jerusalem yesterday that he “would 
recommend to his fellow Party 
members to wait for the return of 
Education Minister Yigal Allon,” as 
Mrs. Meir had requeated,.
